Batista inflicted a knee-high tackle on 
Scottish midfielder Gordon Strachan and 
French referee Joel Quiniou had no hesti- 
tation in reaching for the red card: 

It was the second time in a week that 
Uruguay was forced to play with 10 men 
for most of a World Cup tie. 

Defender Miguel Bossio was ordered off 


in the crushing loss to Denmark, a result 
which left Uruguay needing just one point 
against Scotland to qualify for the second 
round as one of the best third-place 
finishers 

On the infrequent occasions when peace 
broke out, Uruguay was the more enter- 
prising side, despite the handicap of play- 
ing with ten men 


Enzo Francescoli, dubbed “the prince” 
by his adoring following at River Plate in 
Buenos Aires, remained regally above 
the mayhem and it was he who went clos- 
est to scoring. 


Scotland's attacks always had a frenzied 
quality about them. 


The after-match press conference was 
almost as rowdy as the game itself, with 
many Uruguayan journalists expelled 
from the room for refusing to keep quiet 

Uruguayan manager Omar Borras ac- 
cused the referee of being a “murderer”. 

His Scottish counterpart Alex Ferguson, 
countered by saying the game had been a 
farce, that Borras had cheated and that he 
and the Scottish team were now glad to be 
going home. 

“T can't understand the refereeing,” said 
Borras. 


“There was a murder on the ground 
today, 

“The murderer was the referee,” Bor- 
ras said, referring to the expulsion of 
Batista. 

Borras and Ferguson had sat side by 
side, both grim faced, at the press 
conference. 

But FIFA officials escorted the Uruguay- 
an manager from the room before Fergu- 
son answered questions 

Asked to comment on the Uruguayan 
tactics, Ferguson, flushed, but in a quiet 
voice, replied: “I was saying to myself 
‘what the hell is going on out there? It’s not 
football. These people have no respect for 
football or for each other’,” he said. 

“It was a debacle. 

“AS a result, I'm glad we're going home. 

“For Borras to defend his team and their 
tactics, to sit there lying and cheating... 
well, the Uruguayan behavior turns the 
game into a farce” 

He said his own players, ironically, ap- 
peared to get nervous after Batista was 
sent off.

Enzo Bearzot, coach of defending champion Italy, 
says he does not like the new World Cup format and 
feels it should be changed. 

“We have just seen one of the dullest first rounds of the cup 
ever,” Bearzot said, “This was inevitable with just eight out of 24 
teams being eliminated in two weeks of play. 

“There was less drama, less tension, and consequently much 
less scoring because of this. We see teams with two points in 
three games going into the second round. In Spain, teams with 
three or four points were out.” 

Bearzot said the formula for the 1982 cup in Spain was better 
and made the games far more interesting. 

He suggested that if a new format is not introduced, the cup 
return to the format used four years ago. 

“In Spain only the first two teams from each group qualified 
for the second round. This cut the field by 50 per cent at mid-

Boniek denies any rumours of a rift between himself and the 
rest of the Polish squad — which includes three other players 
based in Western Europe — and officials stress that Boniek is 
well respected by his teammates, 

They say they do not envy his success or wealth following his 
move from Widzew Lodz to Juventus in 1982. But the apparent 
difference between Bonick’s easy relationship with the Italian 
and international press and his teammates’ difidence suggests 


otherwise. 


At the time of his departure from Poland to Italy, Boniek was 
26 and the general rule was that players could not leave until 


they were 28. 


Born in Bydgoszcz, Boniek was always destined to be a profes- 
sional player. His father was a top star with the Polish Military 
Club Polonia Bydgoszcz in the 1956s. 

He has since developed into one of his country’s best players, 
scoring 24 goals in 74 Internationals before Poland’s World Cup 


meeting with Portugal. 


His experiences in Europe, including Italian titles and a 
European Cup win with Juventus of Turin, have equipped him 
well for the pressures of international stardom and also opened 
the gates for his successors to follow him. 

Since Boniek’s move to the West, exceptional players who 
have made more than 25 appearances for Poland have been 
permitted to obtain their release and play for Western clubs, 
providing the National Federation receives a satisfactory 


transfer fee. 


Boniek speaks freely in Italian, reluctantly in Polish and 


hardly in English. 


In Italy he has been dubbed the “Crazy Horse” because of his 
stamina, pace and ability to penetrate defences on long gallop-

Muller, who plays for Sao Paulo, also 
enjoys going to the beach to admire the 
beautiful sights there as well. 


He does not, he frankly admits, read 
books or magazines or watch sports on 
television. 

Muller inherited his nickname from his 
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older brother Lucas, a former Sao Paulo 
player whose teammates there decided 
he resembled the great West German star 
Gerd Mueller, 


When Lucas left Sao Paulo to play in 
Mexico and the younger brother joined 
the squad three years ago, he too was 
dubbed Muller. 


Muller is a devout Christian and mem- 
ber of the Baptist Church, but he denies 
that he has been a member of the Brazil- 
ian fundamentalist group “Athletes of 
Christ’.

He currently earns $US700 ($A1,018) a 
month under a contract with Sao Paulo 
that rums through 1987.

“j called Julio in for a private talk and felt 
he was completely loose physically and men- 
tally. As a precaution, I included Oscar among 
the five substitutes but Julio played an excel- 
lent match and he has my full confidence."

What happened was that 
they (Denmark) hit six goals 
past Uruguay who had earlier 
impressed with a draw against 
the Germans,” Maradona said 
at Argentina's World Cup camp 
after the former world cham- 
pion qualified as Group A 
winner. 

“But the Danish boom so 
many people are talking about 
does not exist,"’ he said. 

“Uruguay left themselves 
open to counter-attacks by 
Laudrup and Elkjaer. It’s sui- 
cide not to cover those play- 
ers, I know them because they 
play in Italy, 

“I believe in realities like 
West Germany. 

“T'd play Denmark tomor- 
row, but I'd only want to meet 
the Germans in the final. 

“They are the team I most 
admire, without a doubt." 


A plot,

Karl-Heinz Rummen- 
igge, who was reduced to 
the role of “super sub” in 
West Germany’s first two 
games in Mexico, accused 
fiery goalkeeper Harald 
“Toni” Schumacher and 
other players from FC Co- 
logne of plotting against 
him. 

“There is a certain climate 
created against me,” Rummen- 
igge told reporters at the 
team’s regular press briefing 
last week. 

The former Dayern Munich 
Star, now with International 
Milan, pointed out that Klaus 
Allofs and Pierre Littbarski, 
both teammates of Schmacher 
at Cologne, held the positions 
he wanted to play and that this 
was one of the reasons he had 
not been on from the Start. 

The Cologne players reacted 
@ngrily, and a late night meet- 
ing was arranged between 
manager Franz Beckenbauer, 
assistant coaches Horst Koep- 
pel and Berti Vogts, as well as 
Rummenigge, Schumacher, Al- 
lofs, Littbarski and the leader 
of the delegation, Egisius 
Braun, who is the treasurer of 
the West Germany Football As- 
sociation (DFV). 


The meeting lasted several 
hours, and at midnight Braun 
issued a statement saying 
Rummenigge had been con- 
vinced by Schumacher that the 


accusations levelled against 
the goalkeeper were 
unfounded. 


“All differences have been 
cleared up,” Braun asserted. 

There was speculation that 
the tempest grew out of a per- 
sonal feud between Rummen- 
igge and Schumacher. 


Rummenigge scored twice 
against the ambitious goal- 
keeper during this season's 
UEFA Cup competiton. 





Last February, Doctor

In Brazil's first two World Cup matches 
in Mexico, Socrates wore a band round 
his head before each game. 


The first read — “Mexice is back on its 
feet”; the second — “Democracy yes, ter- 
rorism, no”. 

He said the second was a political 
Stand against the policies of the Reagan 
government. 

Socrates Brazileiro Sampaio Souza De 
Oliveira — his full name is a colourful, 
outspoken character. 

He also has a pragmatic side to his 
nature.

Speaking of Brazil’s World Cup cam- 
paign in Mexico, he said: “For us winning 
the cup is what matters. I don’t care 
how.” 


Socrates, while adored by Brazilian 
fans, also has critics who have ques- 
tioned his commitment to the game and 
more recently, have called him a has- 
been. 


But he denies this, saying: “Il have 
pride and the spirit of a warrior whenev- 
er I’m faced with a challenge.” 


The oldest son of a large Brazilian 
middle-class family, Socrates made his 
ark on the game comparatively late in 
life. 


He was 25 when in 1979 he agreed toa 
transfer from unheralded Botafogo of Ri- 
beirao Preto, in the interior of Sao Paulo 
state, to the mighty Corinthians, the 
State’s most popular club. 


“I had received offers to change clubs 
before, but I was not interested then be- 
cause first I wanted to graduate as a doc- 
tor,” Socrates said. 


Playing for Corinthians, Socrates 
quickly rose to prominence. 


It was still 1979 when he made his first 
appearance in the national side, teaming 
up with Zico and scoring twice in a 5-0 
win over Ajax Amsterdam. 

He now has 24 goals and 55 caps. 

Guided by his commanding talent, Co- 
rinthians won two Sao Paulo state league 
titles and came close to winning the Bra- 
zilian championship twice. 


In 1984, having orchestrated the Bra- 
zilian midfield ip the 1982 World Cup, 
Socrates moved {6 Europe, joining Italian 
first division club Fiorentina and taking 
with him his wife, their five children and 
many hopes. 


“I will do my three-year contract with 
Fiorentina and will then quit soccer to 
resume my medical career and work 
with the poor,” Socrates said before leav- 
ing for Italy. 


But things did not work out and Socra- 
tes returned to Brazil after the first year 
of his contract. 


He refuses to accept that he failed in 
his Italian adventure. 


“I agree that things did not work as 
originally planned. I felt homesick and 
just couldn't bear having to stay away 
{rom my roots too long, but I did not fail.” 


Some Italians accused Socrates of be- 
ing a “negative leader” and lacking 
“team spirit”. 


“It’s not true. { got along very well with 
my teammates including Passarella 
(Fiorentina’s Argentine defender) who 
people said was my enemy. My problem 
in Italy was that while my body was 
there, my spirit was in Brazil,” Socrates 
said. 


Socrates plans to retire in a year’s time 
after his contract with Flamengo — the 
Rio De Janeiro club he joined from Fior- 
entina — expires. 


“After that, I will resume my career as 
a pediatrician and want to work serving 
the poor. That’s one way of doing politics, 
practising social medicine.”

But Beckenbauer has been 
unable to restrain a natural in- 
stinct to shoot from the hip. An 
early interview, in which he 
suggested brilliant Barcelona 
midfielder Bernd Schuster 
should hold his tongue, proved 
disastrous. 

Schuster took umbrage and 
refused to play for West Ger- 
many despite several efforts 
by Beckenbauer to persuade 
him to change his mind.

There is little doubt Beck- 
bauer still commands the re-

known and respected in Victorian 
soccer circles. 

Dinamo made a number of re- 
quests for admission to higher 
leagues but it soon realised that the 
only way it could achieve its aims 
was to amalgamate with a club in 
one of those higher leagues. 

A friendly relationship developed 
between Dinamo and St Albans, 
which was playing in the Third Di- 
vision of what is now known as the 
Victorian Leagues. 

St Albans was one of the oldest 
cubs in Victoria and it had a proud 
history. However, it had been de- 
Sserted by many of its members and 
supporters while Dinamo had 
gained enormous support from the 
Croatian community as its honors 
list mounted in the Industrual 
League.

At first glance, the T-shirts the street vendors are 
selling appear to be emblazoned with the familiar 
logo of the World Cup tournament. 

But instead of a soccer ball and Mexico 86, they carry a 
skull of death and Miseria 86. 

The T-shirts and their message of misery are just one 
indication that the tournament is not quite the fun-filled 
soccer flesta Mexico once expected 

The country’s worsening ecenomic crisis is to blame. 

“When we decided to hold the World Cup a couple of years 
ago, we thought that by now we would have solved most of 
our economic problems and the economy would be on its 
way to better levels,” Treasury Secretary Jesus Silva Her- 
zog said in a recent interview.

In one week of frenzied trading recently, the peso 
dropped 22 percent in value against the dollar, but has since 
recovered partially. 

It all adds up to a terrible sense of frustration in a people 
who at the outset of the 1970s oil boom were told by then- 
president Jose Lopez Portillo that we must learn to handle 
abundance. 

Government officials privately say this year’s World Cup 
has provided a small minority a chance to vent their anger. 

Unruly demonstrations sparked by Mexico’s opening 
game victory on June 3 left 200 people injured. 

When President Miguel De La Madrid spoke briefly dur- 
ing the World Cup opening ceremony on May 31 at the 
114,000-seat capacity Aztec Stadium, his words were com- 
pletely drowned out by loud and prolonged booing.

Celtic favorite 
set to make 
Hellas sizzle 


By PAUL MOON 


Those who have castigated Australian 
clubs for recruiting over-the-hill British 
professionals (often with great justifica- 





. tion) have no cause to quibble over South 


Melbourne Hellas’ acquisition of Danny 
Crainie. He is a comparatively young play- 
er of considerable talent who, with any 
luck at all, has many productive seasons 


ahead of him. 

Only four years ago, Crainie was being hailed as one of the 
brightest young prospects on the Scottish League scene. He had 
gained a place in the Glasgow Celtic first team, replacing young 
superstar striker Charlie Nicholas who had sustained a frac- 
tured leg, and scored seven goals in 16 outings with the champi- 
onship-winning side. Part of that tally was a hat-trick against 
Scotland’s most-capped goalkeeper Alan Rough and a first-min- 
ute goal in an “Auld Firm” encounter against Glasgow Rangers. 

A revelation on the right wing (although regarding himself 
as a natural left-sided player), he immediately became a 
favorite of the Celtic fans with his ball skills and eagerness to 
drive straight at defences. 

Crainie joined the Boys’ playing staff as a 16-year-old directly 
from their nursery team, Celtic Boys’ Club, He became a protege 
of Bobby Lennox, then reserve team coach at Parkhead. 

Lennox had no misgivings about publicly tipping the Kilsyth 
-— born youth for stardom before his senior debut. In an article 
in an early 1981 edition of the now defunct English magazine 
“Football Weekly News”, the former Celtic and Scotland for- 
ward lavishly showered praise on Crainie, stating that occasion- 
al hesitancy when in a shooting position was the only flaw in 
Crainie’s game. 

_ Few doubted that Crainie would fulfill his mentor’s predic- 
tion, even though Nicholas’ return to fitness restricted Crainie to 
just seven league games during the 1982-83 campaign. 

He must have had mixed feelings when “Champagne Charlie” 
moved to Arsenal in a $1.5 mil. transfer in July, 1983. The two, 
who shared similar backgrounds and interests, had been close 
friends for many years, but Nicholas’ departure was expected to 
give Crainie a regular first team spot. 

However, Nicholas was not the only member of Celtic’s per- 
sonnel to be tempted by the greater rewards offered by English 
soccer. Manager Billy McNeill joined Manchester City and it 
soon became evident that Crainie did not feature in the plans of 
successor Davie Hay. 

Not only did Crainie lose his place in the Celtic first team, 
he was omitted from the senior squad of 18 players. Inevita- 
bly, this led to him being dropped from the Scotland under 21 
squad (a cup had been gained against Switzerland the previ- 
ous November), 

Although he hated leaving Celtic, a move was always going to 
be in Crainie’s best interest, particularly as little effort was 
being made at Parkhead to restore his shattered confidence. 
Despite reported interest from Hibernian, it was Wolverhamp- 
ton Wanderers that secured his signature — for a $50,000 fee 
following a month-long trial. 

Just over a quarter of the English League season had then 
been completed, yet it was obvious that only a miracle could 
save Wolves from relegation to Division Two, They had obtained 
just three points from eleven games. 

Crainie could not provide the miracle which would probably 
have been beyond Pele at his peak, but he always appeared to be 
Wolves’ best player and continued to look superior to his team- 
mates throughout the famous club's slide down the league. Wan- 
derers were at the bottom of Division Three when the Scot made 
his last appearance. 

He had triais with Blackpool and Dundee, but surprisingly 
both declined to offer a permanent contract. Crainie then decid- 
ed his immediate future lay in Australia. 

A good player does not become a bad player overnight and, if 
he can produce the form of which he is capable, Danny Carainie 
could well provide the NSL with a welcome breath of fresh air.

Over the years Gilder has 
developed his exceptional abil- 
ity to receive passes and use 
the ball for the benefit of sup- 
porting players to such an ex- 
tent that it can often be missed 
because of the simplicity of his 
play. 

Time and time again his ex- 
pertly timed runs off the ball 
enable him to meet passes se 
smoothly that poor passes are 
often made to look good and 
the quality and timing of the 
resultant lay-offs can often 
make a poor supporting run 
look better than it really is. 

His ability to receive the ball 
and to rarely ever waste it can 
best be emphasised by the 
standard of his marker, Ian 
Dobson. Surely the National 
League does not have a better 
stopper than this aggressive, 
strong competitor? 

Yet, despite the presence of 
such a dominant marker, Gild- 
er constantly was able to re- 
ceive the ball from any angle, 
except in the air where Dobson 
was supreme, and use the ball 
for the benefit of his fellow 
players. 

Many observers will Sight 
Gilder’s lack of a proven goals- 
coring record as an cflective 
argument against his style of 
play, and that may Well be true 
if a striker’s main role is con- 
sidered to be one of scoring 
goals, but nonetheless the qual- 
ity of his style of play was most 
enjoyable from this observer's 
view. 

The game itself seemed to go 
in wayes, with each team domi- 
nating play for small periods.
